lhe county is already receiv- 
ing a large recycling credit 
because of the hundreds of 
tons of tires which are re- 
sapped in Garrett County 
each year by three local 
businesses, according to 
Glotfelty. 

As markets develop for 
materials which can be pro- 
duced from scrap tires, coun- 
‘y officials hope that a local 
susiness will establish a 
facility in Garrett County 
where tires unsuitable for 
recapping can be processed 
and recycled. Until that 
happens, the cost of trans- 
porting tires long distances 
tu approved acceptance facili- 
thes will be significant.

Rather, he said, 
it was probably for the pur- 
pose of enabling the county 
to purchase materials such 
as abrasives during the win- 
ter months when they might 
be needed quickly in emer- 
gency situations 

“I've never seen this type 
of process in my 15-year 
career as a sales representa- 
tive.” said Herman. "If this 
truly is legal, then I'd sure 
go to Delegate Edwards and 
ask him why this law was 
ever written if I were a 
county taxpayer.” 

Herman said that Fousek

November 14, 1993 


Background Scripture: 

Genesis 29 1-30 
Devotional Reading: 

Psalms 130 

When we first meet Jacob, 
wore not favorably impressed 
by him Esau, hisbrother, mght 
have been rash and stupid, but 
nothing can excuse Jacob for 
the sneaky opportunism and 
sheer deception he practiced in 
ordertoget from Esau his birth- 
nght and his father's final bless- 
Ing 

If Jacob's escape off into the 
wilderness of Paddanaram had 
been the end of the story, his 
name would not be worth pre- 
serving But that was not the 
endofthe story and fortunately 
for everyone concerned, there 
was something more to Jacob 
than what was evident in his 
neighborhood 

There are lots of times when 
we write-off people lke Jacob 
Something about them rubs us 
the wrong way Perhaps they 
have acted in asneaky way and 
not straight-forwardly Or let's 
suppose that they have been 
temperamental, jealous or self- 
ishtous We are likely to limit 
our contact with people like 
that as best we can, an under- 
standable response 

DIFFERENT VIEWS 

But we ought not to be too 
quick to think that we have 
adequately judged the essen- 
tial character of another per- 
son The other day someone 
indicated that they saw me as 
‘a patient and gentle person ~ 
But | have to admit that there 
are almost certainly people-- 
not necessanly a small group-- 
who sec me as anything but 
“patient” and “gentle” So 
whichofthese viewsisthe mght 
one” Probably both--and nei- 
ther IndilTerent situations and 
withaifferent people lam hkely 
tobe adifferent person And if 
that is true of me, it 1s true of 


others, too So, Jaob was a 
scoundrel, but ther wus some- 
thing more to him than that 

This “something more” be- 
comes evident in a new situa- 
tion--and, as often it 18 in hfe. 
that it 1s away from home! Meet- 
Ing some shepherds at a well, 
he wants to know why they are 
wastingidly there The answer 
the stone covenng the well is 
purposely too large and heavy 
for just one or two persons to 
move So, they have to wait 
until all the shepherds together 
can move it But when Rachel. 
his cousin, comes, “Jacob went 
up and rolled the stone fromthe 
well's mouth, and watered the 
flock of Laban his mother's 
brother” (2910) Selfish, 
scheming Jacob performing a 
spontaneous, benevolent act! 
(How different Rachel's view of 
Jacob than the one held by his 
brother, Fsau) 

A DIFFERENT JACOB 

But the most notable «iffer- 
ence is evident to us when he 
deals with his uncle Laban 
Offering to work for him for 
seven years so that he might 
have Rachel's hand, Jacob 
meets a man who, like himself, 
1s not above deceit in order to 
get what he wants Promising 
Rachel, l.aban gives him in- 
stead the older and unattrac- 
tive Leah In fact, as Jacob had 
tncked Isaac with his disguise, 
s0 Laban tricks Jacob, letting 
Jacobthinkthat the veiled Leah 
is Rachel 

The Jacob we knew back in 
the home of Isaac would not 
have let anyone get away with 
pulling such a switch on him 
Knowing him as we do--or think 
we do--we expect him to vow 
vengeance upon |.aban and set 
his clever mind to retaliation 
But, that 1s where we're in fora 
big surpnse Insteadofrevenge. 
Jacob accepts the situation and 
strikes a new bargain to work 
seven more years for the hand 
of Rachel For all of his schem- 
ing nature, Jacob was able to 
accept a disappointment and 
was flexible enough so that he 
could do something positive to 
make the best of the situation 

Jacob, as his name implies, 
began life as a devious sup- 
planter But there was some- 
thing more tohim than that--as 
there 1s to each of us

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Motorists Warned 
To Be Aware Of 


Deer On Roadways 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., issued a warning to 
motorists this week to be 
wary of deer running across 
the roadways. 

“This is the time of year 
where deer are very unpre- 
dictable,” Dr. Brown said. 
"Motorists should always be 
careful of deer on the roads, 
but during the breeding 
season, the hazard is greater 
than at any other time of 
the year.” 

Throughout the year, 
white-tailed deer can be seen 
near roadways around dusk 
and dawn, when they are 
usually on the move to and 
from feeding grounds and 
bedding areas. Open fields 
near roadways are frequently 
spotted with feeding deer 
late at night and drivers 
need to be cautious of the 
occasional deer crossing the 
road. 

But in the fall, when the 
rut is on ~ which is the time 
of year when deer breed -- 
one never knows what to 
expect, Brown said. 

Last year, 1,917 deer were 
reported killed on Maryland 
roadways. That was an in- 
crease over previous~years, 
as was the year before. 

According to Robert A. 
Beyer, DNR’s chief of wild- 
life, the number of deer 
killed on Maryland roads has 
been steadily increasing. 
“This can be attributed to a 
rising population of deer in 
the state,” he said, “as well 
as the further encroachment 
of development on deer habi- 
tat.” 

Hitting a deer with a car 
can be just as dangerous as 
striking a brick wall, so 
drivers are cautioned to be 
wary. 

During the rut, which is 
usually from late-October to 
the end of December, and 
especially during the month 
of November, deer will be 
less-cautious. 

Motorists should expect to 
see deer on the roads at all 
times of the day or night. It 
is common to see deer dash- 
ing across roadways without 
even pausing for traffic as 
they get caught up in the 
spirit of the rut. At night, 
drivers should be especially 
alert for the reflection of 
headlights in the deer’s eyes. 
When a deer is caught in 
headlights, it freezes and will 
stand right in front of the 
oncoming vehicle. 

“If a deer crosses the road 
in front of you,” Beyer said, 
"don’t assume it’s the only 
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one. Chances are good there 
may be others to follow.” 
DNR also advises motor- 
ists to look for and pay at- 
tention to "deer crossing” 
signs. Although deer may 
cross roads anywhere, areas 
marked with these signs 
have historically shown more 
frequent crossings and colli- 


sions.

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Adventure Sports 
Program Underway 
At FSU, And GCC 


Kayaking, backpacking, 
and mountain biking -- 
sounds like summer camp; 
not for students enrolled in 
Frostburg State University's 
newest major option offered, 
adventure sports. 

Designed in conjunction 
with Garrett Community 
College, FSU now offers 
students the chance to gain 
a bachelor of science degree 
in recreation with a focus on 
adventure sports. 

Approved by the Maay- 
land Higher Education Com- 
mission, the program is 
structured so that students 
have a choice in how to ob- 
tain their degree. Dr. Robert 
Kauffman, director of recre- 
ation at FSU, said students 
can either attend Garrett 
Community College for two 
years to obtain an associate 
of arts degree in adventure 
sports, and then transfer 
into Frostburg's four-year 
program, or attend FSU all 
four years. 

Either avenue chosen will 
require students to attend 
classes at both Garrett 
Community College and 
Frostburg because some 
courses are exclusive to each 
institution. 

Dr. Edward Root, dean of 
the School of Education at 
FSU, was one of the mayor 
writers of the academic cur- 
riculum which took three 
years to develop. 

"It was truly a collabora- 
tive effort from day one,” 
Root said. 

The program, offered 
since the fall of 1992, is still 
relatively new. However, it 
has grown from one declared 
major last year to 17 this 
academic year. 

Before the program was 
submitted for approval, a 


“techscan” was held, Dr. Root 
explained. This panel of 
likely future employers for 
graduates was asked to re- 
view the curriculum and 
make suggestions. The di- 
verse membership included 
national athletes, ski instruc- 
tors, and members of the 
tourism industry. 

The academic program 
spurs from the surging popu- 
larity a¢ghe physgally chal- 
lenging.—sometimes risky, 
outdoor sports. “Whether it's 
mountain climbing, white 
water rafting, or alpine ski- 
ing, these sports all have a 
common theme -~ the chal- 
lenge derived from nature,” 
Root said. 

The first thoughts of 
adventure sports began in 
1987 when a group of citi- 
zens formed World Champi- 
onship, Inc., an organization 
which brought international 
sporting events to Western 
Maryland. This culminated 
with the 1989 World White- 
water Championships being 
held at the Savage River in 
Garrett County, which at- 
tracted over 50,000 people. 

Because of the event's 
success and praise by world 
class officials about the 
area's diverse geological 
features, including Deep 
Creek Lake, the four sea- 
sons, and the many streams 
and mountains, the academic 
program at both institutions 
and the Adventure Sports 
Institute were created.

Firewood Buyers 
Given Advice By 


Local Forester 


As temperatures drop, the 
demand for firewood rises, 
and Garrett County project 
Forester Ernie Metz cautions 
firewood buyers to be aware 
of what they are buying. 

According to Maryland 
law, firewood must be sold 
on the basis of a standard 
cord, or a portion of a cord, 
“the amount of wood which 
is contained in a space of 
128 cubic ft., when the wood 
is ranked and well stowed.” 
A cord is a volume measure 
arrived at by multiplying the 
height times the length of 
the stack, times the length 
of the sticks, all measure- 
ments in feet. Commonly, a 
standard cord is thought to 
be 4 ft. high, by 4 ft. wide, 
by 8 ft. long. 

The law was designed as 
a consumer protection mea- 
sure, to protect the firewood 
buyer from measurements 
such as “face cord” or “truck 
load" which vary in volume. 

Metz says a firewood 
seller should also identify the 
wood by species groups and 
say if the wood is un- 
seasoned (green) or dry. A 
representation of two or 
more species groups shall 
indicate within five percent 
accuracy the percentages of 


each group 

The Weights and Mea- 
sures Section of tha Mary- 
land Department of Agricul- 
ture is responsible for en- 
forcing the method sala of 
commodities regulations. 
Tha DNR Forest Service 
works cooperatively with 
them to get consumer infor- 
mation to the public.

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Social Security 
Tax Increase 
Coming Jan. 1 


Beginning January 1, 
1994, the only taxpayers who 
will see an increase in their 
Social Security taxes are 
those who earn more than 
$57,600, according to 
Thomas W. Armbruster, 
Social Security manager in 
Cumberland. 

The 1994 “wage base,” the 
maximum amount of 
earnings subject to Social 
Security tax, will be $60,600, 
up from $57,600 in 1993. 
The tax rate remains the 
same: 7.65 percent (6.2 
percent for Social Security 
and 1.45 percent for 
Medicare). The tax rate for 
self-employed individuals 
remains the same: 15.3 
percent (12.4 percent for 
Social Security and 2,9 
percent for Medicare). 

Also beginning January 1, 
1994, individuals who make 
more than $60,600 will 
continue to pay the Medicare 
portion of the Social Security 
tax -- 145 percent for wage 
earners and 2.9 percent for 
self-employed -- on the rest 
of their earnings. In 1993, 
they paid Medicare taxes 
only up to a $135,000 wage 
base 

Armbruster said the 
amount of wages needed to 
earn one Social Security 
“credit” will be $620 in 1994, 
up from $590 in 1993. The 
maximum number of credits 
that can be earned each year 
is four. Thus, anyone 
earning more than $2,480 in 
1994 will receive the 
maximum of four credits for 
the year. To be eligible for 
Social Security benefits, a 
worker needs a specific 
number of credits. The 
number depends on his or 
her date of birth and the 
type of benefit involved. 
Most people need 40 credits 
to be eligible for retirement 
benefits, but some younger 
people qualify for disability 
and survivor’s benefits with 
as few as six credits.

Revenue Board 
Gets Input From 
Advisory Panel 


The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, consist- 
ing of State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein (chair- 
man), State Treasurer Lu- 
cille Maurer and State Bud- 
get Secretary Charles L. 
Benton, sought the economic 
projections of a newly- 
formed Business Advisory 
Panel. The panel’s assess- 
ments largely agree with the 
Board staff's working fore- 
cast of modest, but improv- 
ing economic growth for 
Maryland. 

“The Board of Revenue 
Estimates asked for the 
input of a panel of 18 busi- 
ness representatives from 
many sectors of the econo- 
my, including financial ser- 
vices, high-technology, utili- 
ties, retailing, defense, agri- 
culture, business services, 
transportation and construc- 
tion,” Comptroller Goldstein 
said. "As state economists 
analyze the economy 80 that 
we can make revenue esti- 
mates for the remainder of 
fiscal year 1994, and for 
fiscal year 1995, we wanted 
to know how specific sectors 
of the Maryland economy are 
recovering from the reces- 
sion.” 

The comptroller also 
reported that sales and use 
tax revenue for the first 
three months of fiscal year 
1994 amounted to $47.6 
million, almost one percent 
above the estimate for the 
period and 5.3% above last 
year’s level. 

Maryland's individual 
income tax produced $644 
million for the state’s gener- 
al fund for the first three 
months of fiscal year 1994, 
two-tenths of one percent 
below the estimate, but 2.7% 
more than for the same 
period of the prior year. The 
income tax revenue was 
affected by a timing problem 
created by a Sunday due 
date for employer withhold- 
ing payments, which are due 
October 31. 

According to the Business 
Advisory Panel assessment, 
the emphasis on cost-cutting 
and pressures to downsize 
continue, meaning that pay- 
rolls will remain lean. 

Despite Maryland’s recent 
economic problems, the 
advisory group's members 
expect modest, sustained 


improvement, with a one to 
two percent gain in employ- 
ment for 1994. Most expect 
wage increases in the three 
to five percent range for 
1994. 

“It does appear there will 
be some growth in jobs, 
which is important to our 
revenue assessments,” Trea- 
sure Maurer said. 

The advisory panel's 
representatives from the 
financial services sector 
pointed out that, while the 
banking industry will contin- 
ue to contract, securities 
firms are growing in re-

sponse to investors seeking 
higher returns than those 
available from CD’s and 
money market accounts. 

Conatructionemployment 
has bottomed out and should 
make modest progress in 
1994, and beyond. "The 
growth in home sales is 
important because the state 
receives between $2,500 and 
$5,000 in sales and use tax 
for each new home that is 
built and occupied,” Gold- 
stein said. 

The Business Advisory 
Panel told state economists 
that it feels the brightest 
spots for Maryland's econo- 
my remain in the high-tech 
area, with significant oppor- 
tunities for firms in informa- 
tion technologies.
